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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To prevent the faults, such as cracking and peeling, of an inorg. 
protective layer by providing a he.it conductive layer for heat, radiation in 
such a manner that one end face comes into contact with an interlayer 
insulating layer or magnetic pole layer and the other end part is exposed on 
the surface of the protective layer thereby ra^itii«|| the generated heat to the 
outside. 

CONSTITUTION: This magnetic head id constituted by disposing the heat 
conductive layer 21 for heat, radiation consisting of copper (Cu) , etc77 and 
having a good heat conductivity i"h" the disposing region of the inorg. 
protective layer 17 consisting of A1<SB>2</SB>0<SB>3</SB>, etc., of the org. 
interlayer insulating layer 14 cladding a conductor coil layer 15 in such a 
manner that the one end face thereof is brought into direct contact with the 
org. interlayer insulating layer 14 and the other end part is exposed on the 
surface of the protective layer 17. The heat generated in the conductor coil 
layer 15 at the time of recording is, therefore, easily radiated to the outside 
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la*yer 15 at the time of recording is, therefore, easily radiated to the outside 
of the head by the heat conductive layer 21 for heat radiation having the good 
heat, conductivity via the org. interlayer insulating layer 14. The cracking, 
peeling, etc., of the inorg. protective layer 17 occurring in heat generation 
are prevented in this way. 
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
